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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 19 to 95 were previously pending and presented for examination. Claims 

34 and 65 are amended herein. Claims 96 to 103 are new. After entry of these amendments, 
claims 19 to 103 will be pending. 

All the earlier pending claims, save the methods claims 34 to 38 and 65 to 68, are 
indicated to be in condition for allowance. The Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating the 
allowable subject matter. 

Methods claims 34 to 38 and 65 to 69 stand rejected as allegedly indefinite under 

35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph, for not setting forth specific disease states. Applicants 
respectfully respond to this grounds of rejection below. 

With regard to the above rejection and allowable subject matter, the Applicants 
note that claims 34 to 38 and 61 to 68 are methods claims potentially subject to the instant 
rejection. 

Support for the amendments to the claims. 

Claims 34 and 65 were amended to set forth subject matter related to the 
treatment of anxiety, depression, and pain. Support for such subject matter is found inter alia in 
the specification at paragraphs 29 to 31 and the last sentence of the Abstract. See also 
paragraphs 207, 2 1 1 , and 229 and Figures 3 and 4. The claims remain drawn to the . 
administration of a FAAH inhibitor. 

New claim 96 depends from claim 65 and sets forth that the mammal is a human. 
Support for this subject matter is found inter alia in the specification at p. 18, line 9. 

New claim 97 depends from claim 65 and sets forth that the administering is oral. 
Support can be found inter alia in paragraph 250. 

New claims 98 and 99 depend from claim 65 and set forth depressive disorder and 
anxiety disorder, respectively. Support for this subject matter is found inter alia in the 
specification at paragraphs 68 and 67, respectively. 
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New claims 100 and 101 depend from claim 34 and set forth depressive disorder 
and anxiety disorder, respectively. Support for this subject matter is found inter alia in the 
specification at paragraphs 68 and 67, respectively. 

New claims 102 and 103 set forth pain is treated. Support for this subject matter 
is found inter alia in the specification at paragraph 229 and figure 3. 

Accordingly, the Applicants believe the amendments to the claims add no new 
matter and respectfully request their entry. 

Response to the rejection of claims for alleged indefiniteness. 

Without acquiescing on the merits and in order to expedite prosecution of the 
application, the Applicants have amended the base methods claims to set forth specific 
conditions to be treated. Accordingly, the Applicants believe they have fully satisfied the 
Examiner's concern, and respectfully request that the above rejections be reconsidered and 
withdrawn. 

The Supplemental IDS 

The Applicants have recently received a Search Report from the corresponding 
application in the Eurasian Patent Office. This Search Report is included with the Supplemental 
IDS and concerns the originally filed claims which are substantially broader than those currently 
undergoing prosecution in the United States. 

Summary of Discussion with Examiner 

On March 15 or 16, 2006 the undersigned discussed over the telephone the Office 
Action with the Examiner and the grounds for rejection and the health conditions the Examiner 
contended to be definite which corresponded to that described in the Office Action. The 
Applicants also let the Examiner know that the enclosed Supplemental IDS would be 
forthcoming. The Applicants thank the Examiner for his time.
